Snobbery At Annapolis 


O 


NE of the "virtues" that goes with the rise of an imperialist 


state is that of snobbery and a tendency toward racial dis- 


crimination. This will be found especially in army and navy 
life. The color line is drawn and anti-Semitism becomes rife. 
Once this "virtue" becomes firmly fixed in the army and navy 
we may be sure that both have been made safe for snobbery. 


The Annapolis Naval Academy appears to have been made 


safe for American snobbery and the aristcoracy of dollardom. 
A United States senator charges that one of the graduates of 
Annapolis, Leonard Kaplan, a Jew, has been the victim of this 
snobbery. For four years Kaplan had maintained a high stand- 
ing in his work at the academy and is said to have been near 
the head of his class. 


But Kaplan is of Jewish extraction, which made all the 


difference in the world to our American snobs. 
A publication 


issued at Annapolis, known as the Lucky Bag, is supposed to 
contain a biography of each student and a page is intended for 
each one, together with his photograph. Kaplan's name is 
omitted from the index. Senator Sutherland, speaking on this 
episode in the Senate, said:

Tho fact that TIO other student was 
treated in this way indicates that this snobbery uas prompted 
by anti-Semitism. The page dedicated to K:ipfan also contains 
a crude picture bearing tho caption. "Porky," and tho inscrip- 
tion: "Born in Township of Zinn. County of Cork 
State of 


Ignorance, Sunday, the 17th of March, 1000." 


The inscription itself might bo accepted as sincere humor
